According to Mack, his car 
and the truck side-swiped, with 
their left rear bumpers strik- 
ing. Mack said his car then 
spun around and _ stopped 
across the highway. He was 
headed North, toward Elba. 
The truck driven by Farris was 
going South, away from Elba, 
and it apparently also spun to 
the left and into the path of the 
McDaniel car, and they col- 


lided head-on. 

Rescue workers and Elba 
firemen worked for about thirty 
minutes to free McDaniel from 
the wreckage. They used pry 
bars and the hydraulically- 
powered ‘‘Jaws of Life’’ to pry 
open the wreckage. McDaniel 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene by Coroner Marvin 
Mcliwain of Elba. 

Law officers reportedly made. 
one arrest for Driving While 
Intoxicated (DWI), but declined 
to release any name or any 
other details pending possible 
action by the Grand Jury.

“We are collecting print 
and audio-visual materials on a 
wide range of problems facing 
displaced homemakers and will 
make it available to anyone in 
Alabama,"’ Forrester said. 

Linda Wilson, director of 
ESJC’s Career Development 
Center, is project director and 
she and members of her staff 
are gathering information on 
resource directories, govern- 
mental agencies, educational 
institutions, civic groups, com- 
munity agencies, churches--any 
group, individual, or program 
thet might be helpful to 
displaced homemakers. Mfrs. 
Wilson requests anyone with 
information to contact her 
office at the junior college. 

A displaced homemaker 
training program has been set 
up at C for persons who 
have lost the support of their 
spouse by death, divorce, or 
separation. They are being 
trained to earn their way in the 
future. ‘‘Our project counselor, 
Mrs. Verna Chesser, is 
available for counseling with 
women in the Wiregrass who 
need assistance," Mrs. Wilson 
said. 

Educational _ opportunities 
are still available for those who 
qualify. Displaced homemakers 
can earn the High School 
Equivalency Certificate and go 
into secretarial training or if 
they have a high school 
diploma they can enroll in the
